To China the 
words 
mean 
more money, protected home in­ 
dustries, unlimited 
taxes 
on 
foreign made products, Chinese 
control of the customs 
service, 
increased revenues and a means 
of venting anti-foreign feelings. 
Under the powers of the Wash­ 
ington nine-powrer treaty 
and 
the tariff conference 
in Peking 
in 19 25 and 19 26, China was 
to 
receive tariff autonomy January 
1, 19 29 , on condition that 
she 
fulfilled certain pledges. 
That 
time is drawing near and 
the 
Nanking government is making 
cxery effort to obtain the right 
to tax the mountains of foreign 
products 
entering 
China 
an­ 
nually. 
The nationalists feel that the 
success or failure of their 
rule 
depends on the acquisition 
of 
funds. They require money 
to 
consolidate their authority over 
the Canton region and 
Man­ 
churia, The Chinese 
business 
men favor tariff autonomy be­ 
cause it will check the flow' 
of 
foreign goods into China 
and 
stimulate domestic production. 
The general Chinese 
public 
have only a hazy notion of what 
the term means exceDt that it is 
something pleasant that is going 
to happen about January 1 and 
that everyone will become more 
prosperous in some 
mysterious 
way. 
To the foreign business 
man 
in China tariff autonomy means 
anything down to and including 
bankruptcy. The foreign resident 
in Shanghai and elsewhere

CHINA DREAMS OF GOLD 


FROM TARIFF AUTONOMY

Shanghai, (/P)—Tariff Autono- 


my, the magic formula 
which 


means wealth and happiness to 
most Chinese, has become the 
nationalist government's 
prin- 


cipal fetish. 


To China the 
"words mean 


more money, protected home in- 
dustries, unlimited 
taxes 
on 


'oreign made products, Chinese 
control of the customs 
service, 


increased revenues and a means 
of venting anti-foreign feelings. 


Under the powers of the Wash- 


ington nine-power treaty 
and 


the tariff conference in Peking 
in 1925 and 1926, China was to 
receive tariff autonomy January 
1, 1929, on condition that 
she 


fulfilled certain pledges. That 
time is drawing near and 
the 


Nanking government is making 
exery effort to obtain the right 
to tax the mountains of foreign 
products entering China 
an- 


nually. 
The nationalists feel that the 


success or failure of their rule 
depends on the acquisition 
of 


funds. They require money to 
consolidate their authority over 
the Canton region and 
Man- 


churia. The Chinese 
business 


men favor tariff autonomy be- 
cause it will check the flow of 
foreign goods into China 
and 


stimulate domestic production. 


The general Chinese 
public 


have only a hazy notion of what 
the term means exceot that it is 
something pleasant that is going 
to happen about January 1 arid 
that everyone will become more 
prosperous in some mysterious 
way.To the foreign business man 
in China tariff autonomy means 
anything down to and including 
bankruptcy. The foreign resident 
in Shanghai and elsewhere 
it 


means that living costs, which 
have been climbing slowly sky- 
ward, will rise with horrifying 
suddenness. 
Just what will happen if China 


is given tariff autonomy no one 
seems to know, but everyone is 
making preparations. A Chinese 
commission has been 
working 


for months drawing up a sched- 
ule. Its terms have not 
been 


made public in full, but enough 
is known to make clear that the 
main object of the commission 
seemed to have been tax foreign 
goods all they will1 bear. 


In the view of-foreign 
resi- 


dents everything used by them 
has been made-the special ob- 
ject of the heavyhanded tax ex- 
perts. 


The import duties on almost 


all foreign goods at 
present 


range from 5 to 121 per cent, de- 
pending on what it is and the 
attitude of the government of 
the foreigner. aoing the import- 
Ing. Seven arid a' half percent is 
said by customers service offic- 
ials to be a good average 
for 


rates now being paid on imports 
Everyone takes it for granted 
that while there is 
unending 


squabbling and discussion going 
on between 
various 
Chinese 


groups there Is little 
question 


that when the law is finally, 
adopted the net result will be 
sharp increases, which will bear 
heaviest on the user of: foreign 
goods. 


The tariff ^commission would 


'charge cement 'imports 10 per- 
cent,.but Chinese .business inter- 
ests would make it 85 ; percent 
to kill the Japanese 
cement 


trade .and develop Chinese. Cig- 
arettes are down for an increase 
running as high as 65 percent, 
but Chinese tobacco manufac- 
turers would make it 100 
per 


cent. Tobacco leaf duties 
they 


would reduce from 40 to 30 per 
cent on the ground that 
not 


enough tobacco is grown in Chi- 
na to supply the demand. Mat- 
ches are down for a 15 percent 
slap, but home industries want 
It 90 percent. 


Although the complete sched- 


ule remains uncovered, a host of 
articles have already been an- 
nounced, including paper of all 
kinds coal and charcoal, refined 
sugar, furniture, hosiery, 
all 


kinds of yarns, either cotton or 
woolen, and their manufactures, 
medicines, silk and silk 
piece 


goods, artificial silks and their 
manufactures, foodstuffs of all 
sorts, wines and liquors which 
are slated for a levy of 100 per 
vent, metal goods, toilet articles 
These are. but a few. In fact, al- 
most every article known to hu- 
man use has been listed and few 
If any, are expected to be passed 
without uridergoing a tariff in-, 
crease.
